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The Mystical Body Christ and 
the Theology 


Catholic attitude toward the Church frequently stumbling 
block many outside the Church. They not understand the 
positiveness the Church its teaching, its speaking one having 
authority and what looks like dogmatism and exclusiveness. This 
simply because they not understand the Catholic theology the 
Church and mistake the juridical and social Church for the reality 
which the Mystical Body Christ, including the faithful and the 
hierarchy living communion with Christ. Nor they understand 
St. Augustine’s statement regarding the Church: Christ preaches Christ. 
Catholics themselves often not penetrate the unsearchable riches 
Christ the Church, but their faith nevertheless causes them 
see difference between loving the Church and loving Christ because 
the Church Christ His Mystical Body. may well illus- 
trate further the significance theology education following 
the theological doctrine the Mystical Body Christ not all 
its sublime dignity but sufficiently indicate the “exalted super- 
natural nobility the faithful who the Body Christ are united 
with their Head,” and suggest some the educational implications. 


The Four Realms Being

They would attribute the whole spiritual life 
Christians and their progress virtue exclusively the action 
the Divine Spirit, setting aside and neglecting the corresponding 
work and collaboration which must contribute this action. 
one, course, can deny that the Holy Spirit Jesus Christ 
‘the one source whatever supernatural power enters into the 
Church and its members. For “the Lord will give grace and glory,” 
the Psalmist says. But that men should continue consistently 
their good works, that they advance generously grace and virtue, 
that they strive earnestly reach the heights Christian perfec- 
tion and the same time their best stimulate others gain 
the same goal—all this the Spirit from above does not wish 
bring about, unless men contribute their daily share zealous 
activity. “For not those who sleep but the diligent,” says 
St. Ambrose, “divine favors are conferred” (par. 101).

Christ the Church 


The supernatural energizing the Body the Church 
just explained more adequately expressed Pius XII: 


But this noble title the Church must not taken, 
that ineffable bond which the Son God- assumed definite 
human nature belongs the universal Church; but consists 
this, that our Saviour shares His most personal prerogatives with 
the Church such way that she may portray her whole life, 
both external and interior, most faithful image Christ. For 
virtue the juridical mission which our Divine Redeemer sent 
His Apostles into the world, had been sent the Father, 
who through the Church baptizes, teaches, rules, looses. 
binds, offers, sacrifices. But virtue that higher, interior, and 
wholly sublime communication, with which dealt when 
described the manner which the Head influences the 
Christ our Lord brings the Church live His own supernatural 
life, His divine power permeates His whole Body and nourishes 
and sustains each the members according the place which 
they occupy the Body, very much the vine nourishes and 
makes fruitful the brances which are joined (par. 67). 


The Soul the Mystical Body 


And further elaboration this fact Christ being the Head 
energizing supernaturally the whole Body, Pius XII says further: 


ascribed the fact that all the parts the Body are joined 
one with the other and with their exalted Head; for entire 
the Head, entire the Body, and entire each the members. 
the members present and assists them proportion 
their various tasks and offices and the greater less grade 
spiritual health which they enjoy. who through His 
heavenly grace the principle every supernatural act all parts 
the Body. who, while personally present and 
divinely active all the members, also acts the inferior members 
through the ministry the higher members. Finally, while with 
His grace provides for the constant growth the Church, 
yet refuses dwell with sanctifying grace members that are 
wholly severed from the Body. This presence and activity the 
Spirit Jesus Christ tersely and vigorously described our 
predecessor immortal memory, Leo XIII, his Encyclical 
Letter Divinum these words: “Let suffice say that, 
Christ the Head the Church, the Holy Spirit her soul.” 

that vital principle which the whole community Chris- 
tians sustained its Founder considered now not itself, 
but its created effects, consists those heavenly gifts which 
our Redeemer together with His Spirit bestows the Church and 
which and His Spirit, from whom come supernatural light and 
holiness, make operative the Church. The Church, then, less 
than each her holy members can make this thought the 
Apostle her own: “And live, now not but Christ liveth 
(par. 69-70). 


This includes sinners but excludes those guilty of schism, heresy, or apostasy. 
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The Visible Head the Church 


Nor must the high responsibility and functions the pope and 
the bishops and the priests the Mystical Body Christ 
misleading. They are the visible hierarchy the government the 
Church Christ. Because Christ the Head the Church, there 
sometimes some misunderstanding this connection the pope 
the visible head the Church, the vicar Christ earth. 
The Encyclical the Mystical Body makes 
crystal clear: 


But must not think that (Christ) rules only hidden 
extraordinary way. the contrary, our Divine Redeemer also 
governs His Mystical Body visible way and ordinarily through 
His Vicar earth. You know, Venerable Brothers, that after 
had ruled the “little flock” Himself during His mortal pilgrimage, 
when about leave this world and return the Father, Christ 
our Lord entrusted the chief the Apostles the visible govern- 
ment: the entire community had founded. was all wise; 
and how could leave without visible head the body the 
Church had founded human society? 

Nor against this may one argue, that the primacy jurisdiction 
established the Church gives such Mystical Body two heads. 
For Peter virtue his Primacy only Christ’s Vicar; that 
there only one chief Head this Body, namely Christ. never 
ceases personally guide the Church unseen hand, though 
the same time rules externally, visibly through him who 
His representative earth. After His glorious Ascension into 
heaven, this Church rested not Him alone but Peter, too, 
its visible foundation stone. That Christ and His Vicar constitute 
the one only Head the solemn teaching our predecessor 
immortal memory, Boniface VIII, the Apostolic Letter Unam 
and his successors have never ceased repeat the same. 

They, therefore, walk the path dangerous error who believe 
that they can accept Christ the Head the Church, while they 
reject genuine loyalty His Vicar earth. They have taken 
away the visible head, broken the visible bonds unity, and they 
leave the Mystical Body the Redeemer such obscurity and 
maimed, that those who are seeking the haven eternal salva- 
tion cannot find (par.

Authority the Church 


And what disturbs many outside the Church who not under- 
stand the fundamental nature and spirit Catholicism the author- 
ity, the administration, and the teaching function quite simple the 
believer and those who understand the doctrine. “So the aim 
the Church her official system,” says Karl Adam (p. 23), “is simply 
secure that great and primary Christian idea that there properly 
only one authority, only one teacher, only one sanctifier, only one 
pastor: Christ, the Lord. Karl Adam adds: 


Consequently such conception authority does not paralyse 
and petrify the believer, but enfranchises him, directing his gaze 
Christ and Christ alone. human authority, extraneous 
personality, may stand between Christ and the believing subject. 
Divine truth, grace, and life must flow into the soul directly from 
Christ Himself. Therefore however paradoxical may 
the authority the Church secures the liberty the individual 
Christian, its impersonal and extra-personal character. 
protects that liberty from the spiritual domination and claims 
mediatorship alleged leading personalities, and sets Christ and 
the believer direct contact with each other. Therefore, the effect 
such authority not separate, but unite; rather, 
protects and secures that mysterious magnetic field and those 
wondrous magnetic forms which originate the polarity Christ 
and the soul. protects and secures the direct contact and inter- 
play life between the Head and its members (par. 25). 


The Spirt Love 


The spirit the Body Christ, and the administrative system 
that love love. the Body itself, said “By 
this shall know disciples that they love one another.” the 
administration power always given the service love and 
papacy and episcopacy divine power put the service love. 
Administration and all the machinery the Church when properly 
functioning release divine love its continuing service the 
redemption mankind. The basic sacrament all admits one 
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the Christian community and the flow Christ not affected 
any subjective factor the part the believer. The sacraments 
operate opere operato, but the recipient must place obstacle 
the way. 


The Sacraments Nutrition the Soul 


the Church the supernatural life the individual fed the 
sacraments. Here are the means ordering the natural life prepare 
for them, and they are the means for the nutrition the super- 
natural life all its aspects. How they affected convert the 
way conversion told the “Testimonial Grace” Avery 
Dulles. There excellent summary the Roman Catechism, but 
quote here the fine statement Pius XII the Encyclical 
the Mystical Body: 


Now see how the human body given its own means 
provide for its own life, health and growth and for the same 
all its members. Similarly the Saviour mankind, out His 
infinite goodness, has provided marvelous way for His 
Mystical Body, endowing with the sacraments; that 
many consecutive, graduated graces, were, its members should 
supported from the cradle life’s last breath, and that the 
social needs the Church might also generously provided for. 

all know, through the waters Baptism those who are born 
into this world, being dead sin, are not only born again and 
made members the Church, but, being stamped with spiritual 
seal, they become capable and fit receive the other sacraments. 
the chrism Confirmation, the faithful are given added 
strength protect and defend the Church, their Mother, and the 
faith she has given them. the sacrament Penance saving 
medicine offered the Church’s members who have fallen into 
sin, not only provide for their own health, but remove from 
other members the Mystical Body all danger contagion, 
rather afford them the tonic virtuous example. 

Nor that enough; for the Holy Eucharist the faithful are 
nourished and grow strong the and Divine, 
ineffable way are brought into union with each other and with the 
Divine Head the whole Body. Finally, like devoted mother the 
Church the bedside those who are sick unto death; and 
not always God’s will that the sacred anointing the 
sick she restore health this mortal body, yet she does minister 
supernatural medicine for wounded souls, and sends new citizens 
heaven enjoy forever the happiness God—new 
advocates assigned her. 

For the social needs the Church, Christ has provided 
particular way two sacraments which instituted. Through 
Matrimony, when the contracting parties are ministers grace 
each other, provision made for the external and properly 
regulated increase Christian society and, what greater 
importance, for the correct religious education the offspring, 
without which this Mystical Body would grave danger. 
Through Holy Orders men are set aside and consecrated God, 
offer sacrifice the Eucharistic Victim, feed the flock 
the faithful with the Bread Angels and the food doctrine, 
guide them the way God’s commandments and counsels, 
strengthen them with all the other supernatural helps 
(par. 24-27). 


The Activity the Members the Mystical Body 


have already noted the tendency connection with this doctrine 
some errors false mysticism and unhealthy quietism. There 
need for co-operation with grace (particularly after baptism) for 
collaboration, for good works, and for daily effort toward Christian 
perfection.

profession teaching, informing, imparting knowledge to, 
especially methodically. also means indoctrination direction 
knowledge and discipline. achieve efficiency teaching, the goal 
success must motivated. Desire for this goal the first impetus 
and this desire calls for knowledge the means attaining the 
goal. the purpose this article set forth few outstanding 
characteristics achievement that spell success for the instructor. 


Prerequisites for Good Teaching 


who would educate others ought possess knowledge the 
science the human mind, particularly the child’s mind. Profes- 
sional courses known educational child psychology may have 
reviewed from time time. These studies may have various titles 
moral philosophy, behaviorism, psychoanalysis, philosophy the mind, 
even craniology. Still they are mental philosophy and have for 
their purpose understanding the child his various relations his 
environment. 

are faced with the system mass instruction which has created 
the problem classification and promotion pupils. Whereas indi- 
vidual instruction permits pupils advance rapidly slowly they 
must, the same cannot said group instruction. class, whether 
the elementary school high school, for instance the sopho- 
more group, may present examples various character personality 
traits.

There seems very active move- 
ment among special groups, but there 
seems lack any active apostolate 
today. Yet, one reads the extraordinary 
success the Philadelphia Archdiocese 
the movement. One finds that Ireland 
the movement still very strong, for ex- 
ample, late 1947 Dublin 1500 dele- 
gates and more than 5000 followers at- 
tended the annual meeting the Pioneer 
Total Abstinence Association the Sacred 
Heart. This only one the Total 
Abstinence Associations Ireland and 
has membership 360,000 adults 
per cent Ireland’s three million people.

called Nevin County Armaugh. 
states, “It almost impossible buy 
liquor here. The Temperance Confrater- 
nity the Sacred Heart every parish 
and the men are not ashamed wear 
their buttons membership. drink 
ever served any gathering.” 

One notices, too, that new Life

also announced. 

One cannot help but think that 
stronger emphasis total abstinence 
would good thing for modern Amer- 
brought the attention all children 
the Catholic schools, particularly 
schools for girls. One the worst aspects 
our contemporary life the great in- 
crease the number drinking women 
and the substantial increase women 
alcoholics among those who drink. The 
need for the ideal total abstinence, 
while very strong among women, also 
essential among all classes and ages 
people. Recently local 
ported that teen-age boys, after drinking, 
committed things which their 
timate friends never suspected them 
the way destruction property, theft, 
and other violations the law. 

may have been great triumph 
have abolished the saloon, but some the 
old saloons were eminently worth-while 
and respectable places comparison with 
some the modern taverns and cocktail 
lounges. 

The work Alcoholics Anonymous 
should have every support Catholic 
priests and Catholic people everywhere. 
That really constructive work after, 
however, the person has fallen 
alcohol. 

The schools should conduct genuinely 
educational campaign for total abstinence. 
basis and particularly children 
should not sign the pledge for great 
periods time. well enough for the 
student individually sign 
for year and renew annually. 
have known cases students who 
signed the pledge for the period their 
attendance school which 
tunately followed bad reaction when 
they reached the day freedom from 
their pledge.

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Education for Control Cancer 
Sister Consolata, 


IMPORTANT development the na- 
tional campaign for control cancer, 

organized the American Cancer Society, 
growing realization the role that may 
assumed the school combat force the 
warfare against this ancient insidious 
enemy the human body. The program 
outlined the American Cancer Society 
designed enlist the service the layman, 
and through lay education reduce the 
steadily increasing mortality rate the vic- 
tims cancer. estimated that one third 
perhaps even one half the 175,000 deaths 
resulting each year from cancer can avoided 
systematic and controlled education. 

Although cure for advanced cancer has not 
yet been discovered, the possibility curing 
cancer its early stages has been demon- 
strated clearly. Moreover, preventive and pre- 
cautionary measures are known effective 
dealing with certain precancerous conditions. 
made the battle against cancer, the Ameri- 
can people must given adequate instruction 
and taught the necessity seeking medical 
attention the matter before too late. 
Doctors cannot expected out into 
the highways and byways searching for pa- 
tients who are cancer suspect and those 
whom precancerous conditions seem exist; 
but intelligent co-operation the part 
instructed public would much toward les- 
sening the yearly cancer toll our country. 

What, then, the particular role that the 
play the national campaign 
against cancer? The plan quite simple; re- 
quires neither expensive equipment for the 
classroom nor extensive training for the 
teacher. The children could taught, always 
manner consonant with their age and 
specific grade level, something the nature 
the disease and the necessity for national 
cancer crusade. Certain aspects cancer, such 
the so-called contributory causes, the symp- 
toms and even the treatment, might studied 
with profit. Health discussions and projects 
cancer will fit quite well with 
health and hygiene lessons the grades, and 
with science and biology classes the high 
school. School assembly programs, home-room 
discussions, and debates will stimulate real 
interest. Likewise, the dramatic life Marie 
Curie, her struggle against almost insuperable 
odds, and her extraordinary contribution 
cancer therapy constitute story that cannot 
fail ‘appeal idealistic youth. Such class- 
time when one death every eight due 
cancer and when two thousand boys and 
under the age will die this year 
from cancer one form another. 

Because lack definite knowledge 
about cancer during past centuries and because 
the inability physicians cope success- 
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fully with advanced forms the disease the 
time usually discovered, much ignor- 
ance and fear prevail concerning the subject 
cancer. There seems reason, apart 
from mere squeamishness, why even children 
should not instructed the elementary 
facts about the disease. seems quite 
reasonable that they given opportunity 
acquire knowledge that will protect them 
against cancer that they should given 
opportunity acquire knowledge about 
other subjects concerned with life and living. 
ignorance dispelled, there will little 
occasion for fear, for knowledge will take 
proper precaution and seek timely aid. 

classroom group, the pupils will have 
had firsthand experience with cancer, 
although some few may have encountered 
their families among their friends. Cancer 
instruction should fix certain facts their 
minds, that they grow older and come 
face face with the problem —as some 
them undoubtedly will—they will have the 
information and courage safeguard them- 
selves against the serious development the 
disease their own bodies. 

Let consider briefly few points adapt- 
able for classroom instruction concerning the 
nature, contributory causes, possible symp- 
toms, and treatment cancer. 


Nature Cancer 


Our bodily tissues are made minute, 
living cells, small that they cannot seen 
without the aid microscope. Every cell 
has its own life history and its own particular 
job do, just any citizen country. 
cell unit body structure, one 
person unit population. Cells multiply 
division. One divides into two, two into 
four, four into eight, and on. accumu- 
lating, the cells form tissues. the evolution 
tissues, cells like character grow along 
together as, geographically, the Cubans have 
multiplied upon their island and the Eskimos 
their own part the world. growing, the 
cells form very special and distinct organs: 
liver, kidney, heart, and brain. Sometimes 
cell refuses act according the conven- 
tional pattern its neighbors; disregarding the 
usual cycle cell teamwork, breaks away 
from social restraint and goes jamboree. 
Substituting growth for work, multiplies and 
forms shapeless mass that soon encroaches 
upon the rights its normal cell neighbors. 
From this parent mass other wild cells break 
away and move way the blood stream 
lymph remote areas the body, where 
they begin their mad career criminal growth 
anew. Cancer, then, results when little body 
cell runs amuck. 


Contributory Causes 
Not all the causes which lead this 
peculiar behavior the part renegade 
cells are understood, but there are many con- 
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ditions which apparently contribute this 
disorder. Such conditions causes are called 
“contributory,” for they seem make the 
situation favorable for cancer. Age one 
factor; most the deaths resulting from 
cancer occur persons more than forty years 
age, but young people are means 
immune. also believed that chronic 
prolonged irritation the tissues plays 
prominent part the development cancer. 
There are three types dangerous irritation: 

-Mechanical irritation. Continued friction, 
causing discomfort inflammation should 
avoided. mole, wart, old burn scar 
may inflamed irritation; jagged tooth 
may irritate the tongue lip. Clothing that 
uncomfortable, tight fitting, chafing, 
especially the breast abdomen should 
not worn. Food drink that proves irri- 
tating the stomach should not indulged 
in. 

Chemical irritation. The action chem- 
icals was the first these causes irritation 
observed. More than 165 years ago 
famous English surgeon, Sir Percival Potts, 
was interested the great number chimney 
sweeps who developed cancer. concluded 
that soot helped cause it. Later, 1915, 
two Japanese scientists found that the disease 
could induced the ears rats and 
rabbits repeatedly painting them with coal 
tar, another form the same chemical sub- 
stance found soot. Recent experimental 
work with animals has shown that there are 
nearly fifty chemical irritants which are known 
cancer producing. 

Thermal heat irritation. Long exposure 
heat may cause cancer develop ex- 
posed parts the body. Members hill 
tribe Kashmir keep themselves warm 
attaching the belts about their waists small 
baskets, each containing earthenware jar 
with lighted charcoal it. Burns which fre- 
quently result from this practice often de- 
velop into cancer. The herdsmen Australia, 
much exposed strong sunlight, have high 
rate skin cancer; and tumors the face are 
common among farmers and among seamen 
who are exposed sunlight and salt spray. 
The popular sun-tan craze may prove 
dangerous fad overindulged, since prolonged 
exposure the ultraviolet rays sunlight, 
especially the sunlight around noonday, may 
cause cancer the skin certain persons. 


Suspicious Signs 

There are certain signs indicative cancer 
which should pointed out every boy and 
girl high school age. When such signs are 
recognized, the advice qualified physician 
should sought immediately serious con- 
sequences are avoided. Here are some 
conditions that may indicate ‘cancer: 

persistent lump any part the 
body, slight thickening the tongue 


lip. 
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sore that does not heal, particularly 
about the face, mouth, lips. 

unusual growth, which frequently 
starts without any apparent cause. mole 
wart which undergoes sudden change size, 
shape, color. The darker colored the mole 
the more likely cancerous. 

from natural body opening. discharge from 
the nose that fails respond ordinary 
treatment. 

Chronic indigestion with loss weight. 

These warning symptoms may studied 
the classroom often with beneficial results. 
Many family tragedy may averted 
well informed child who brings needful in- 

formation his parents and friends. 


Treatment 


Research ultimately will find new cures for 
cancer, but present there are but three 
recognized agents for curing the disease. They 
are surgery, radium, and ray. other 
known form treatment any value; 
none the salves, ointments, drugs, serums, 
antitoxins, manipulations, other nostrums 
advertised quacks and charlatans can de- 
stroy cancer. Surgery produces permanent 
cures cases where the tumor has not spread 
and can removed completely. Radiation 
therapy, treatment means radium and 
ray, replaces surgery certain types 
cancerous growths. Frequently combination 
surgery and radiation used. The effective- 
ness these methods treatment depends, 
course, upon finding the growth early. The 
importance early recognition and treatment 
cannot overemphasized. advanced cases, 
neither surgery nor radiation therapy will avail. 
They may relieve pain, prolong life, give com- 
fort; but they cannot cure once the diseased 
cells have spread beyond certain limits. 

Education perhaps the most effective 
weapon public health the war against 
cancer, but the problem lay education 
not only disseminate information but also 
effect change attitude the part 
the vast majority people toward the 
cancer menace. Teachers who encourage con- 
structive interest community problems 
health and welfare will have opportunity 
shape attitudes this subject. 

The Kentucky Division the American 
Cancer Society, conjunction with Nazareth 
College, Louisville, Ky., has been particularly 
successful working out teacher-training 
program for the study cancer. course 
cancer education for teachers, under the di- 
rection Charles Tucker, M.P.H., educa- 
tional director the Kentucky Division, was 
made available during the summer school 
sessions 1946 and 1947. The objective 
this course was twofold: first, the proper 
orientation the teacher the aims and 
purposes cancer education; and second, the 
study methods presentation for actual use 
the classroom. The lesson plans worked out 
students this course were included 
three published booklets designed for use 
the high school, upper grades, and lower 
grades, respectively. 
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would, course, desirable for every 
college with teacher-training department and 
for every university make some provision 
for cancer instruction for teachers; but 
such instruction available, few hours de- 
voted the subject good library, 
study the cancer literature published the 
American Cancer Society the United States 
Public Health Service, would equip the teacher 
with sufficient information for classroom use. 

aid teachers the campaign against 
cancer, the American Cancer Society, together 
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with several its subsidiary groups, has been 
organizing materials, such books, 
phlets, film strips, motion-picture films, 
hibits, posters, and other teaching aids, for 
use the schools. Much this material may 
secured free charge from the American 
Cancer Society. 

must learn face cancer unafraid and 
teach our children face it, armed with salu- 
tary knowledge. cannot begin too early 
fortify them against the ravages 
National Killer No.

Another assignment was find poems 
which expressed ideas implied the doctrine 
the Mystical Body.

Then Father Tabb’s 
brief poem “God’s Likeness” illustrates most 
clearly within its four lines that should 
see Him our neighbor and our neighbor 
should recognize Him us. The poem 
dents conveys the message that are 
all brothers and sisters Christ, must 
love one another and work for the good 
each member. One the students commented 
the privilege those who teach the chil- 
dren this doctrine our union with Christ 
referring Mary Dixon Thayer’s simple, 
but beautiful poem “People.”

were requested hand original con- 
tribution some aspect the Mystical Body 
doctrine bit verse, episode, edi- 
torial, short story, personal essay 
any form they wished. Four produced edi- 
torials: one the recent riot between rival 
football teams Wisconsin city; another 
the admission Negro children St. 
Louis Catholic schools; still another the 
imminence Communist persecution and 
our duty not hate but love and 
gain them for Christ; and fourth kind- 
ness others expression our love 
God. 

Some tried verse making. One entitled hers 
“Discrimination” which developed the idea 
that intolerance race color has place 
the doctrine the Mystical Body. An- 
other wrote ballad-like verse rose 
which had isolated herself from her com- 
panions the garden and, result, was 
lonely. Through some happy chance the rose 
last found herself surrounded others 
her kind and her happiness sent prayer 
thanks God. Another with apostolic 
bent, wrote the following:

conglomeration tables, signs, and symbols? 
Professor Bernard Bell, one-time professor 
education Columbia, charges the school 
with failing develop national leaders from

competent think.”? should give mathe- 
matics teachers pause realize that some 
these neglected potential leaders must the 
algebra and geometry classes our high 
schools. 

our teaching mathematics effective for 
real mental development? offer simple 
“yes” “no” answer futile since 
one cannot support proof. Even were 
possible measure mental development before

not, then, unreasonable expect our 
geometry students: (1) the ability set 
clear-cut definitions and premises; (2) the 
ability reason coherently and critically;

(4) the powers analysis, concentration, and 
constructive imagination.

And Why Not? 
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only fair state that modern texts and re- 
vised syllabi have reduced the responsibility

But College Entrance 
Board requirements and term examinations 
sent supervisors (or superintendents), 
necessary evils, though they (the tests, 
course, not the persons) often cause the 
emphasis put memory rather than 
training logical thinking. teacher must 
cover certain number propositions may 
not have enough time train students for 
independent thinking, select topics suited 
their needs, lead them see signifi- 
cant applications nongeometric situations 
the modes thought they are learning. 
Because time even the skillful teacher may 
not have the chance teach syllogistic reason- 
ing with interesting material from radio, ad- 
vertising, newspapers, and magazines. Still 
more destructive the disciplinary aims 
teaching geometry are the diluted courses that 
the capable teacher must sometimes give 
fit the slow pupil. Such courses serve useful 
purpose. They are doubtful value the 
students slow mathematics and constitute 
real injustice the more acute. are 
training for should try 
develop the highly capable minds our 
mathematics classes. That provide them 
with problems challenge their intellects 
the utmost importance. Professor William 
Reeve Teachers College says, 
most retarded pupil the secondary school

During years teaching experience have heard least one 
successful attempt teaching first and second graders simple Latin 
unit.

The Forty-sixth Yearbook the National 
Society for the Study Education reports: 


Teachers and administrators the ele- 
mentary school must concerned with 
providing education for all the children 
since the elementary school the school 
for all the people.

British squadron had assembled prior their 
attack Fort McHenry. 

Francis Scott Key now found himself 
American custody. kept deck the 
Surprise for the next three days. saw all 
the deadly preparations that were being 
made the British for war his country. 
His blood was fired. knew that Fort 
McHenry had heavy guns and that Major 
Armstead, the commander, was great strate- 
gist. But also knew that the recruits were 
untrained village choir boys and clerks. 

the evening September 12, 1812 
Francis Scott Key, the flag officer, and Doctor 
the ransomed physician, were placed 
the Minden, which was moored beside the 
Surprise. Here they were remain until after 
Fort McHenry had been bombarded. 

September the British fleet formed 
semicircle artificial light around Fort 
McHenry. About six o’clock the morning 
Francis Scott Key and his two companions 
looked from their spray-frosted cabin window. 
For hours the British cannon spat the 
Fort without any act retaliation the 
part the Americans. The British grew reck- 
less with confidence. They pushed closer and 
last with screech Fort McHenry fired 
mercilessly. The British went back the 
Fort time flying bullet struck 
and removed one star from the American flag. 

That night Key paced the deck the 
Minden. was now longer American 
civilian English custody but 
patriot. Fort McHenry had kept silent for 
long time ignoring the enemy’s charging, be- 
cause Armstead knew had force only for 
short distances. the quiet the night 
descended Key became panic stricken and 
seizing pair glasses looked anxiously 
toward Whitestone Point, hoping for the 
fire show him that the Americans were 
again ready pound the British. 

the quiet the morning few the 
British ships paddled the Patapsco river 
for rear attack Fort McHenry. Those 
the British who remained front the 
Fort judged from the thunder the guns 
and the crimson the sky that most the 
Americans Fort McHenry were defending 
the rear and they decided make quick work 
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the game. Under terrific bombing the Fort 
sputtered shot unceasingly that the British 
néver doubted the stubbornness Major 
Armstead and his men. 

Suddenly the firing ceased. Key felt sure 
that his loved Fort was safe long the 
din continued. But this silence was disturb- 
ing thing. Key tried focus his glasses toward 
the Fort see the American flag still 
flapped the breeze. The darkness was too 
thick. knew would have wait until 
the morning. 

Dawn came last. mist shore. 
But the sun rose the mist thinned until 
above the Fort looked like ghost flying 
red bars. Then block blue completed the 
misted pattern, and Key saw the American 
flag waving over Fort McHenry. pulled 
old envelope from his pocket and wrote 
the first lines what was the National 
Anthem for the United States America. 

The Baltimore American published the 
poem which Key wrote this occasion under 
the title “The Defense Fort McHenry” 
hand bills for distribution mass meetings. 
There are others who have also borrowed 
its glory. Judge Nicholson Baltimore 
brought Samuel Sands, the editor the 
American, who set type; Ferdinand 
Durang, the singer, dipped the melody 
Anacreon Heaven and rechristened The 
Star Spangled Banner. 

Key’s song struck popular fancy from the 
very first; but even late the Spanish War 
1898 “The Star Spangled Banner” had only 
limited popular recognition. During World 
War there was debate and difference 
the subject whether the United States 
had pre-eminently preferred national anthem. 
Nearly one hundred years after Francis Scott 
Key wrote his song was prescribed the 
navy ceremonious occasions but was not 
officially declared the national anthem 
the United States Act Congress 
until March 1931. The original manuscript 
owned Henry Walters, owner the 
Walters’ Art Gallery. The original flag 
broad stripes and bright stars” burst upon 
Key’s vision was made Mrs. Mary Pinkers- 
gill the floor Claggitt’s Brewery 
Baltimore and was later presented Francis 
Scott Key, who his death willed his 
daughter.

Aids for the Teacher 


Kindergarten Children

the problem “stuttering” one that 
challenges the teacher little children? Need 
she concern herself with its symptoms, its 
causes, its treatment, and its prevention? 
kindergarten children stutter? These questions 
must answered the affirmative. 
precisely this age, when the child 
learning use language, when patterns and 
co-ordinations are not yet sufficiently strength- 
ened, when may confused his 
inability cope with the many conflicting de- 
mands which upon his consciousness, 
that the first “primary” stage stuttering 
can and often does develop. 

All children, when they are learning talk, 
sometimes repeat and hesitate. This not 
stuttering, but normal characteristic lan- 
guage development. Should these repetitions 
and hesitations become very frequent and 
prolonged, though remaining unconscious and 
automatic, the child actually stuttering. 
Immediately the causes should sought and 
removed expeditiously possible, while 
preventive program should undertaken 
ensure cure and the avoidance precipi- 
tation into the more complex secondary stage 
which much more difficult handle. 

Every teacher should trained recognize 
the symptoms primary stuttering. She must 
evaluate them indications serious trouble 
that needs specialized treatment, and 
probable steps toward the more serious second- 
ary stage stuttering. She can forestall such 
possibility co-operating very signifi- 
cant way with parents, physicians, and special- 
ists for this purpose. 

Dr. Van Riper his book, Speech Correc- 
tion, Principles and Methods gives thorough 
treatment primary stuttering with helpful 
suggestions for therapy, the highlights 
which have been utilized throughout the fol- 
lowing summary actual case. 

The sources listed after the study will give 
additional understanding the problem and 
greater power the teacher meeting the 
demands made her the speech needs 
her children.

The Case Jane 


Sweetly demure and quietly watching, Jane 
gave the impression happy satisfaction 
her new experience coming school. With 
shining eyes and with complete incomprehen- 
sion the tears those less blest with her 
composure, she gazed us, her new teachers. 
She accepted our friendly advances gracefully, 
but the days slipped became aware

that Jane was not really happy. During play 
time and work periods especially she con- 
tinued hold aloof, while wistfully observing 
the activities others. Always the edge 
the group, and outwardly tense, she neither 
solicited nor accepted the friendly approaches 
children. 

was during these early days that noted 
Jane’s speech during self-initiated conver- 
sations pleasant nature with us, re- 
sponse other stimulation, many short effort- 
rapid repetitions and hesitations which 
were apparently unconscious and automatic. 
Though there were many times 
speech was normal, the symptoms were fre- 
quent enough make the listener anticipate 
their possible recurrence and label this 
characteristic communication something 
phenomenal. 

These symptoms indicate lack develop- 
mental maturity and confusion which will 
require time, nurture, 
for proper growth and co-ordination. They 
are more than mere defects speech 
stage growth which will left behind re- 
gardless environmental conditions. Upon 
the child’s attitude toward his defect and the 
attitude those adults and peers with whom 
lives and works will depend his chance for 
really “outgrowing” his handicap. through 
the control environment, not the control 
the child that will help the primary 
stutterer. this stage must not made 
conscious these blocks nor must either 
struggle against them made feel 
inadequate because them. 


Careful Handling

Fortunately 
for both children, the parents intention and 
reality had adopted the policy ignoring 
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the symptoms. They had aimed building 
attitudes self-confidence and_ personal 
adequacy the children and had 
really fine piece work. addition these 
favorable basic attitudes the parents were 
anxious for further help. Their co-operation 
kept pace with their growing knowledge 
ways and means. 

agreed many procedures for dealing 
with the problem. Through investigation 
methods used other parents had found 
that many well-meant efforts toward correction 
were often themselves the serious causes for 
the aggravation the difficulty. was neces- 
sary explain, for example, that while 
suggestion stop take time over word 
which presents difficulty might seem help 
child that instance, creates secondary 
reactions fear and forcing that increase the 
number and intensity future blocks. 

great temptation for the hurried 
parent “help” child interrupting her 
give the needed word. Genuine self-control 
required practice the interior patience 
needed exhibit calm exterior when the 
child laboriously expresses himself com- 
municating his needs. easy antici- 
pate for him deliberately withdraw one’s 
attention. 

Some have witnessed the suffering 
child whose speech has been unfortunately 
ridiculed parent whose great love was 
exceeded only his greater misunderstanding 
the problem. 


Danger 


this modern age when frequently 
hear the complaint the more conservative 
that children are not sufficiently challenged, 
there remain many instances where speech 
standards have been kept too high for the 
little child’s level maturity. There are cases 
when not ready physically, emotionally, 
socially, psychologically for the language 
demanded him with the result that 
tancies and repetitions become too frequent 
Speech demands from the tired overstimu- 
lated child can have the same baneful results. 

Our Jane’s excellent physical condition was 
distinct asset her favor. Sufficient rest 
well well-balanced diet had always been 
her portion. 

Since speech blocks come “waves” with 
times greater and greater frequency 
alternating with almost normal speech, 
important have special plan for 
times greater need. There must more 
rest than other times; that is, more than 
ordinarily enough. There should Jack 
stimulation from people and environment 
with frequent periods for quiet play and happy 
relaxation. Family tension must eased and 
atmosphere peaceful leisure and orderly 
activity created. These are great demands 
the ingenuity parents and greater 
exercise the parental virtues.

When 
child returns home after his kindergarten 
day, the activity period has been omitted 
apt respond the question “What 
did you today?” with these words, “Oh, 
nothing.” 

The reason for this should not hard 
discover think what seemed important 
children were allowed help mother cut out 
cookies knead bread, take care the 
baby, were truly thrilled with the sense 
accomplishment. Children kindergarten 
age love use their hands. They love 
work with saw, hammer, paint, chalk, pencil, 
crayons, puzzles, beads, and clay. They love 
their work and play dramatize being 
grown up. must not lessen our minds 
the importance any activity the kinder- 
garten day. Each has its place. Each im- 
portant. Learning love beautiful music and 
respond with body voice, learning 
listen quietly and love it, learning 
listen poetry and worth-while stories, 
learning take part games co-operatively, 
all these are utmost importance the 
development the whole child. But perhaps 
one them can replace the activity period 
the development initiative, self-reliance, 
and sense responsibility. 


What the Activity

Individual Differences 


Here where the teacher must the 
alert. She encourages and allows time for 
development the child who lacks motor 
skill. She encourages him engage activi- 
ties which require little motor control such 
stringing large beads, building with various 
kinds blocks, constructing with soft wood, 
saw, hammer, and large headed nails. She 
encourages him mold with clay, use 
finger paint, color with large unwrapped 
crayons.

One the best mediums experimentation 
for children who lack motor skill finger 
paint. Here cars, windows, designs can 
made and unmade again and again. When 
children discover the possibilities finger 
paint there end their enthusiasm. The 
teacher should make use this enthusiasm 
lead the child forward the attainment 
increasing motor and constructive skill. 

For those children who are building with 
blocks again there must teacher guidance 
calling attention straight corners, strong 
walls, and firm bridges. During the first period 
experimentation little criticism need 
given except commend careful work and 
chance achievement. Later certain standards 
should built such straightness line 
and corner. However, development cannot 
forced demanding that the child accept 
standards work for which not ready.

Large High School Carefully Planned 


Stepinac High Wins Architects’ Award 


Archbishop Stepinac High School, for 1360 boys, being erected, 
cost $4,000,000, t6-acre wooded plot, White Plains, 
planning this large project, the architects and the principal 
envisioned modern school for modern boys equipped with the best 
modern teaching aids. Utility, convenience, and flexibility are evident. 

The New York State Association Architects has awarded its 
Certificate Merit the architectural firm Eggers and Higgins. 
New York City, for the general excellence their work design- 
ing the building. This choice was made after consideration more 
than 250 structures submitted for the award. 

“The Archbishop Stepinac High School design arrested attention 
for its freshness and originality,” said Frederick Woodbridge, chair- 
man the award committee. “Emphasis was placed the general 
appearance from the architectural point view, good solution 
structural and design problems, and avoidance 
approaches.” 

The “H” shape provides maximum sunlight for classrooms, labora- 
tories, offices, and library. also permits the auditorium, the gymna- 
sium, the cafeteria, and the music rooms grouped one large 
wing where they will cause the least interference with study and 
recitation. the other end the structure, the south wing provides 
quiet location for the chapel and living quarters for the faculty 
priests and Brothers. 

Note the main entrance the east side the building, giving 


direct access the offices and both the auditorium and the gymna- 
sium. The entrance lobby permits the auditorium the gymnasium 
used without opening the schoolrooms. 

The auditorium, feet, will seat 800 persons the main 
floor and 300 the balcony. equipped with stage feet deep, 
and modern projection facilities. 

The gymnasium, 100 feet, shares common lobby with the 
auditorium. Folding bleachers three walls will seat 1340 persons; 
balcony has additional seats. Both gymnasium and auditorium 
are treated for proper acoustics.

rooms, the stage dressing rooms, the cafeteria, soda fountain, and 
kitchen, the music rooms, and industrial-arts room. 

The music rooms, the west end the north wing, the base- 
ment floor, are pretty well isolated from classrooms that would 
affected noise. Above them, the ground floor, are art and 
mechanical drawing rooms with plenty sunlight. 

Also the ground floor this wing are typing and office practice 
rooms. Placing these rooms adjacent the administrative offices 
the school enables the commercial students obtain experience 
assisting the clerical tasks the school and also makes the 
business machines the commercial department accessible the 
school offices. 

The science laboratories are the north wing the second floor.

THE CATHOLIC TEACHERS 
FEDERATION ENGLAND 
AND WALES 


The 31st annual conference the Catholic 
Teachers’ Federation England and Wales took 
place Manchester, England, December 29-31, 
1947, 

From study the conference report, be- 
comes apparent that the same antireligious, 
least anti-Catholic forces which are work 
this country are even more powerful England. 


Throughout the conference, protest was 


against British laws which discriminate against 
Catholic schools. 
The Education Act 1944, which 
worthy many respects, has, nevertheless, only 
added the difficulties facing Catholic parents 
desiring give their children Catholic 
These parents are burdened the 
portionately higher tax rates which the English 
must pay addition the cost providing 
the buildings for Catholic schools, many 
which were severely damaged during the wat.

Treatment for the Antisocial 


When children are working with various 
materials during the activity period there 
danger that one group will annoy another 
group interfere with their activity. may 
antisocial destructive behavior. may 
that the children not understand the 
purpose the activity period itself. this 
the difficulty, group meeting may called 
explain its purpose.
